MIDWEST  LIVESTOCK  REVIEW 

and 
RANGE  AND  FEEDLOT  SALES 


Higher  dressed  beef  prices  prompted  upturns 
on  slaughter  steers  and  heifers  at  some  markets, 
but  increased  supplies  at  other  points  had  a 
bearish  influence  and  prices  closed  lower.  Steer 
prices  at  eastern  Corn  Belt  markets  closed  weak 
to  500  lower,  extremes  75 0  off  following  higher 
trends  the  previous  week.  At  other  centers 
prices  were  steady  to  250  higher,  instances  500 
up  against  a  generally  lower  trend  the  previous 
week.  Heifers  closed  steady  to  500  lower;  cows 
strong  to  500  higher.  Stockers  and  feeders  were 
mostly  steady  to  500  higher.  A  slight  increase 
in  marketings  of  hogs  coupled  with  downturns  on 
lower  dressed  pork  had  a  bearish  influence  on 
live  prices.  Barrows  and  gilts  closed  25-750 
lower;  sows  steady  to  500  lower.  Prices  for 
spring  slaughter  lambs,  slaughter  ewes  and 
spring  feeders  were  steady  to  500  lower. 

SLAUGHTER  CATTLE  AMD  CALVES  -  Receipts  at 
the  12  major  terminal  markets  were  increased  by 

6  percent  and  were  the  largest  since  mid-July. 
Increased  supplies  had  a  bearish  influence  on 
the  slaughter  steer  trade  but  at  several  major 
points  this  was  more  than  offset  by  a  steady  to 
$1.00  higher  trend  on  steer  carcasses.  Omaha, 
St.  Paul,  and  St.  Joseph  closed  steady  to  500 
higher  on  slaughter  steers  with  the  advance 
limited  largely  to  high-Good  to  Prime.  Other 
points  were  generally  steady  to  500  lower  with 
Chicago  showing  a  5O0-$1.OO  lower  trend  on 
weights  over  1300#.  Steers  weighing  below  1300# 
continued  to  find  the  broadest  outlet  at  most 
terminals  with  the  best  action  on  weights  115 0# 
and  below.  Slaughter  heifers  sold  steady  to  500 
lower  except  steady  to  250  higher  at  St.  Paul 
and  St.  Joseph.  Cows  were  strong  to  500  higher 
with  St.  Joseph  500-41.00  up.  Bulls  sold  steady 
to  500  higher.  Vealers  were  steady  to  $1.00 
higher  at  St.  Louis  and  $1.00-2.00  up  at  St. Paul. 
Slaughter  steers  and  heifers  continued  to  make 
up  the  bulk  of  the  receipts  at  most  terminals. 
Good  and  Choice  predominated  in  the  supply  but 
several  points  received  a  larger  percentage  of 
average  to  high-Choice  than  during  recent  weeks. 
Prime  steers  were  in  small  supply  although  the 

7  percent  Prime  in  the  steer  run  at  Chicago  was 
the  largest  since  April. 

In  Chicago  a  few  loads  of  mixed  high-Choice 
and  Prime  1150-140C#  steers  brought  $27.25-28.00. 
At  other  points  loadlots  of  high-Choice  and 
mixed  Choice  and  Prime  steers  sold  from  $25.00- 
26.00  with  mixed  Choice  and  Prime  to  $27.25  in 
Chicago.  Few  loads  high-Choice  and  Prime  1450- 
157C#  brought  $24.50-25.00.  Bulk  Choice  steers 
brought  $24.00-25.50  with  most  mixed  high-Good 
and  low-Choice  from  $23.00-24.50.  Good  steers 
sold  at  $21.00-23.50,  Standard  $18.00-21.00.  A 
few  mixed  Choice  and  Prime  heifers  sold  at 
$24.75-25.50,  load  $25.75  in  Chicago.  Most 


Choice  heifers  brought  $23.00-25.00,  Good  and 
low-Choice  $20.50-23.00.  Utility  and  Commercial 
cows  $13.50-16.00,  Canners  and  Cutters  $12.00- 
14.50. 

ST0CKER  AND  FEEDER  CATTLE  AND  CALVES  - 
Supplies  of  stockers  and  feeders  at  terminal 
markets  continued  seasonally  moderate.  Although 
there  was  some  indication  of  an  expanding  demand, 
buyers  generally  continued  to  operate  very  cau- 
tiously in  the  face  of  such  warning  signs  as 
the  current  record  high  cattle  population  and 
abundance  of  grain  feeds.  There  was  considera- 
ble irregularity  in  trends  at  the  various  markets 
and  while  prices  often  were  maintained  on  a 
steady  basis  there  were  several  exceptions.  At 
Kansas  City  prices  were  mostly  500  higher ;Sioux 
City  firm.  Meanwhile,  at  Omaha  steers  were 
steady,  heifers  weak  to  500  lower  and  at  Fart 
Worth  trading  was  on  a  5O0-$1.OO  lower  basis. 

Good  and  Choice  800-105C#  feeder  steers 
bulked  at  $21.00-23.50;  few  Choice  750-95C# 
$24.00-25.00.  Several  lots  Good  and  Choice  970- 
1075#  steers  sold  from  $21.75-22.75,  two  loads 
1181#  of  the  same  grades  $21.25  and  load  Good 
1284#  $20.00.  Medium  and  low-Good  feeders 
brought  $17.50-21.00.  Good  and  Choice  550-700# 
stock  steers  sold  chiefly  from  $21. 5 0-25. 00, load 
750#  included  at  $25.00.  Choice  600#  reached 
$25.75.  Choice  472#  short  yearling  heifers 
brought  $25.00,  majority  Good  and  Choice  yearling 
heifers  $20.00-23.50.  Good  and  Choice  steer 
calves  ranged  $22.00-28.00,  same  grades  heifer 
calves  $20.00-25.50. 

HOGS  -  Terminal  Markets  -  Salable  receipts 
at  the  12  markets  were  6  percent  more  than  the 
week  previous,  but  6  percent  less  than  a  year 
earlier.  The  majority  of  the  barrows  and  gilts 
weighed  190-260#  with  an  increased  showing  of 
190-22C#.  The  average  weight  of  barrows  and 
gilts  at  the  8  markets  was  225#,  compared  226# 
the  previous  week  and  218#  one  year  earlier.  Sows 
made  up  8-25  percent  of  the  run  at  most  terminals 
and  comprised  35  percent  of  the  run  at  Sioux 
Falls.  Barrows  and  gilts  closed  25-750  lower, 
instances  $1.00  off  with  the  extreme  downturns 
confined  to  weights  under  210#.  Sows  were  steady 
to  500  lower,  largely  250  off.  This  was  the 
third  consecutive  week  of  lower  barrow  and  gilt 
prices  while  sows  recorded  their  first  price  de- 
clines in  6  weeks. 

At  the  close,  U.  S.  1,  and  mixed  No.  1-2, 
190-240#  barrows  and  gilts  brought  $17.50-18.00, 
mostly  $17.75.  Mixed  U.  S.  1-3,  and  U.  S.  2-3, 
190-260#  sold  late  at  $17.00-17.75,  largely 
$17.25-17.50,  several  loads  of  U.  S.  2-3,  and 
U.  S.  3,  275-320#  butchers  sold  from  $16.25-16.75. 
U.  S.  1-3,  270-400#  sows  sold  at  $14.00-16.00. 

Feeder  pigs  were  250  to  mostly  500  lower  at 
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Sioux  City  and  St.  Paxil.  Medium  to  mostly  Good 
130-170#  at  Sioux  City  brought  $16.00-16.50,  a 
few  mostly  Choice  $17.00.  Good  and  Choice, 
largely  Good,  130-170#  at  St.  Paul  ranged  from 
$16.00-16.50,  few  decks  Choice  $16.75  early. 

HOGS  -  Interior  Iowa-Southern  Minnesota 
Area  -  Receipts  totaled  285,000  head,  around  4 
percent  less  than  the  previous  week  and  approxi- 
mately 8  percent  under  the  corresponding  week 
last  year.  About  80  percent  of  the  butchers 
weighed  200-240#.  Sows  comprised  around  18  per- 
cent of  total  receipts.  Closing  prices  were  50- 
75$  lower  on  butchers  while  sows  were  mainly  40$ 
off.  On  the  close  U.  S.  1-3,  200-240#  butchers 
sold  at  $16.75-17.25  with  No.  1  and  2  selected 
lots  up  to  $17.70.  No.  1-3  sows  270-400#  sold 
at  $14.10-16.25,  400-550#  $12.50-14.75. 

SHEEP  AND  LAMBS  -  Receipts  at  the  12 
markets  were  slightly  less  than  a  week  earlier 
and  6  percent  under  a  year  ago.  Bulk  of  receipts 
were  spring  slaughter  lambs  which  included  a 
seasonally  increased  number  of  shorn  offerings. 
The  week*  s  trend  on  spring  slaughter  lambs  was 
steady  to  50$  lower  and  instances  $1.00  off, 
however,  prices  were  25$  higher  at  Omaha  and 
some  sales  were  50$  higher  at  Sioux  Falls. 
Slaughter  ewes  and  feeder  lambs  were  steady  to 
50$  lower  with  instances  $1.00  off. 

Late  in  the  week,  Choice  and  Prime  85-llC# 
spring  slaughter  lambs  sold  from  $18.00-20.00, 
Prime  to  $20.50  at  a  couple  of  markets  and  a  few 
mostly  Prime  lambs  reached  $22.00  at  Chicago 
early.  Good  and  Choice  spring  lambs  brought 
$17.00-19.50,  large  share  $17.00-18.50  at  the 
close.  Good  and  Choice  90-117#  shorn  old  crop 
slaughter  lambs  and  yearlings,  mostly  yearlings 
with  No.  1  and  fall  shorn  pelts  moved  at  $12.50- 
15.50,  mainly  Choice  90-110#  yearlings  $15.00- 
16,50.  Cull  to  Choice  shorn  slaughter  ewes 
ranged  from  $2.00-4.50  and  few  to  $5.25. 

Good  and  Choice  60-89#  spring  feeder  lambs 
sold  from  $15.00-17.00}  mostly  Choice  60-78# 
western  feeders  brought  $17.00-17.50  and  three 
decks  Choice  72#  North  Dakota  feeders  reached 
$18.00  at  Omaha.  Medium  and  Good  feeders  moved 
at  $12.00-16.00. 

In  the  Interior  Iowa-Southern  Minnesota 
area,  spring  slaughter  lambs  sold  weak  to  50$ 
lower,  instances  $1.00  off.  Slaughter  yearlings 
were  scarce,  steady;  slaughter  ewes  weak,  in- 
stances 50$  lower.  Receipts  were  the  same  as 
the  previous  week,  but  10  percent  under  a  year 
ago.  On  Friday,  Choice  with  a  few  Prime  80- 
105#  spring  slaughter  lambs  delivered  to  packing 
plants  sold  from  $17.50-18.25;  Prime  lots 
$18.00-18.50,  few  to  $18.75;  Good  and  low-Choice 
$15.50-17.75.  Good  and  Choice  100-115#  shorn 
slaughter  yearlings  with  No.  1  and  fall  shorn 
pelts  brought  $12.00-14.00,  some  mainly  Choice 
$15.00.  Cull  to  Choice  shorn  slaughter  ewes 
bulked  at  $2.00-4.00.

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BOSTON   WOOL  MARKET  REVIEW 


Trading  in  the  Boston  wool  market  was 
alow,  with  some  inquiry  for  territory  fine 
and  half-blood  wools  and  fleece  wools  of 
the  same  grades.  Prices  were  unchanged  on 
the  limited  volume  sold.  Trading  for  woolen 
wools  was  slow  at  steady  prices;  medium  grade 
noils  tended  easier.  Activity  in  the  fleece 
wool  States  was  practically  at  a  standstill. 
A  fair  volume  of  wool  was  moved  in  South 
Dakota  and  there  was  some  demand  for  12 
months  wools  in  Texas. 

Cabled  reports  from  New  Zealand  indi- 
cated the  market  was  fairly  active.  Offer- 
ings from  Australia  showed  carding  wools 
strong.  There  were  sales  in  Argentina  of 
fine  wools  to  England  and  the  Continent 
while  little  was  done  in  Uruguay. 

Fleece  Wools  -  Graded  64s  good  French 
combing  and  staple  fleece  wool  sold  around 
$1.09-1.10  clean  basis  while  50 /54s  staple 
fleeces  brought  $1.05-1.07. 

Territory  Wools  -  Original  bag  bulk 
half-blood,   good  French  combing  and  staple 
wool  sold  at  Belle  Fourche  around  $1.06-1.07 
clean  basis  delivered  Boston.     Approximately 
130,000  pounds  of  short  fine  ewes  wool  sold 
in  Central  Wyoming  at  35/  grease  basis,   FOB 
while  about  50,000  pounds  of  bulk  fine 
brought  30/  delivered  Boston;   carload  of 
medium  wools  sold  at  a  grease  price  of  51/ 
delivered. 

Texas  Wool a  -  Original  bag  good  12 
months  wools  were  moved  at  $1.12-1.14. 

Mohair  -  A  couple  cars  of  fall  mohair 
sold  in  Texas  at  81^/  for  adult  and  $1.11^ 
for  kid  hair  to  the  warehouse.     Early  shown 
mohair  was  short  in  length  but  generally 
clear  of  vegetable  matter  and  comparable   to 
last  year's  fall  clip. 

Foreign  Wools  -  Trading  in  spot  foreign 
wools  was  slow.      Cabled  reports  from  New 
Zealand  quoted  carpet  crutchings  at  71/  and 
early  shorn  second  shear  wools  at  74/  clean 
fibers     present,  while  Australian  carding 
wools  were  quoted    from  63-65/  clean  basis, 
IT.   S.  yields,    in  bond,   for  shipment.  Monte- 
video super  skirted  wools  were  offered  for 
shipment  as  follows:      60/64s  at  95^/  and 
60s  at  92^/. 

Carpet  Wools  -     Trading  for  spot  carpet 
wools  was  slow  as  only  occasional  small  odd 
lots  of  off-wools  were  moved.     A  greasy  New 


Zealand  carpet  fleece  wool  brought  76/ 
clean  fibers  present  and  a  scoured  Buenos 
Aires  36 /40s  moved  around  79/.     A  greasy 
New  Zealand  carpet   slipe  wool   sold  for 
shipment  at  76/  clean  fibers  present. 
Creasy  Buenos  Aires  November  second  clip 
wools  were  offered  at  80-81/,  March  wools 
at  76/,  fleeces  around  82/  and  36 /40s  lambs 
at  77  3/4/,   all  clean  fibers  present  for 
shipment.     New  Zealand  type  702/3  crutch- 
ings were  offered  for  shipment  around  70-71/ 
clean  fibers  present.

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WHOLESALE  MEAT  TRADE  REVIEWS 


LESS  THAN  GARLOT  MEAT  TRADE  REVIEWS 

EASTERN  SEABOARD  -  Clearance  of  fresh 
meats  was  fairly  complete  except  small  quanti- 
ties of  steer  hindquarters  and  ribs  were  unsold 
at  Philadelphia  and  small  lots  of  veal  were 
carried  at  Washington.  Volume  of  rails tocks 
was  generally  above  the  previous  week  with  sup- 
plies mostly  normal.  Quantity  of  pork  was  mod- 
erate, except  at  New  York  where  supplies  were 
small  on  the  late  session.  Most  veal  at  New 
York  was  Standard  and  Good.  Trading  was 
generally  active  with  demand  good.  The  rather 
improved  trade  was  largely  the  result  of  broad 
demand  at  chain  levels  as  these  outlets  were 
particularly  aggressive  for  steer  beef  and 
spring  lamb  cuts.  Steer  beef  carcass  prices 
closed  steady  to  $1.00  higher  at  most  points; 
cow  beef  largely  $1.00-1.50  lower  but  unchanged 
at  New  York.  Spring  lamb  sold  steady  to  $2.00 
higher,  mostly  $1.00-2.00  up;  veal  steady  to 
$2.00  higher;  calf  steady  at  New  York.  Pork 
loins  closed  steady  to  $1.00  higher  with 
advances  of  $1.00-3.00  recorded  at  Philadelphia. 
Boston  butts  were  $1.00  higher  and  skinned  hams 
steady  to  $1.00  lower  at  Washington.  At  Phila- 
delphia spareribs  closed  $1.00-2.00  lower.  At 
New  York  Boston  butts,  spareribs  and  skinned 
haras  sold  steady.  Outlet  was  good  for  kosher 
steer  beef,  veal  and  calf  but  poor  for  spring 
lamb.  Prices  for  kosher  steer  forequarters 
closed  strong  to  $1.00  higher,  veal  and  calf 
steady  to  $2.00  up,  spring  lamb  weak. 

CHICAGO  -  Supplies  of  beef,  spring  lamb 
and  fresh  pork  were  normal  with  veal  receipts 
moderate.  Largest  portion  of  beef  on  offer  was 
Good  and  Choice,  most  pork  loins  weighed  8-1 2# 
and  40-55#  carcasses  comprised  bulk  of  the 
spring  lamb.  Arm  and  squarecut  beef  chuck 
prices  advanced  under  a  good  demand.  Other 
primal  beef  cuts  were  steady  to  weak,  although 
in  most  quarters  movement  was  fairly  active, 
except  slow  on  the  close.  Carcass  beef  trade 
was  rather  limited  as  primal  cuts  accounted  for 
bulk  of  the  sales.  Good  to  Prime  veal  met  a 
moderate  demand.  Trading  for  lamb  was  moderately 
active.  Buyers  concentrated  primarily  on  fore- 
end  cuts,  particularly  stews  and  shoulders. 
Boston  butts  and  spareribs  were  active  on 
early  rounds  but  slow  from  midweek  on.  Trad- 
ing for  pork  loins  was  dull  on  each  session. 
Steer  and  heifer  beef  and  veal  closed  steady; 
spring  lamb  steady  to  $1.00  higher;  pork  loins 
mostly  $1.00  lower,  Boston  butts  and  spareribs 
$1.00-2.00  lower. 

PACIFIC  COAST  -  Steer  beef  supplies  were 
fairly  liberal  but  the  movement  was  sufficient 
to  keep  coolers  relatively  clear.  Cow  beef  was 
in  moderate  supply,  but  adequate  for  the  current 
demand.  Calf  and  veal  supplies  were  generally 
adequate,  but  calf  under  200#  was  limited  in  the 


Los  Angeles  area.  Choice  and  Prime  spring 
lamb  under  55#  was  fairly  liberal  and  the  de- 
mand fair,  however,  heavier  weights  of  these 
grades  and  Good  all  weights  were  in  narrow 
demand.  Trading  was  active  on  pork  loins,  but 
only  moderate  on  other  fresh  pork  cuts.  Sliced 
bacon  moved  best  of  the  smoked  pork  products. 
Steer  beef  sold  mostly  steady  with  instances 
$1.00  lower  on  600-700#  carcasses;  cow  beef 
steady  except  $1.00-2.00  lower  at  San  Fran- 
cisco; calf  and  veal  $1.00-2.00  lower  at  Cali- 
fornia points,  but  steady  in  Pacific  northwest; 
lamb  uneven,  steady  to  $1.00  lower  in  Cali- 
fornia, but  $1.00  higher  in  the  Pacific 
northwest.  Fresh  pork  closed  mostly  steady, 
instances  $1.00  lower  on  spareribs  and  fresh 
hams  and  $1.00  higher  on  loins  at  Los  Angeles; 
sliced  bacon  strong  to  $2.00  higher  with  other 
smoked  pork  and  lard  steady.

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COLD  STORAGE  HOLDINGS  OF  MEATS  AND  LARD,  JULY  31,  1960 


Warehouse  stocks  of  red  meats  totaled  532  million  pounds  on  August  1,  a  de- 
cline of  59  million  pounds  from  a  month  earlier.  This  time  last  year,  red  meats 
totaled  513  million  pounds  while  the  average  is  452  million.  Beef  stocks  in- 
creased 243,000  pounds  during  July  compared  with  a  reduction  of  3  million  a  year 
earlier  and  average.  Accumulated  holdings  of  146  million  pounds  on  August  1  were 
12  percent  below  stocks  reported  on  August  1, 1959,  hut  were  18  percent  above 
average.  Reductions  in  pork  stocks  during  July  were  5  million  less  than  a  year 
earlier  and  8  million  under  average.  The  60  million  pound  reduction  left  291 
million  in  storage  on  August  1.  These  stocks  were  17  percent  above  those  held 
on  August  1,  1959  and  18  percent  above  the  1955-59  average.  All  frozen  pork 
items  were  reduced  during  July.  August  1  stocks  of  frozen  picnics  at  16  million 
pounds  compare  with  6  million  a  year  earlier;  frozen  hams  at  70  million  compare 
with  30  million;  and  frozen  bellies  at  74  million  compare  with  66  million.
